NEN TORK, Aug. 27.—On the Brit- 
ish steamship Colombia, Jackson 
Smith. an American resident of Guaya- 
quil, Ecuador, who had made himseif 
persona non grata with the Ecuadorean 
authorities, was enabled to escape 
from Guayaquil, says a fan Francisco 
dispatch to the Times. Smth was 
taken to Panama, whence he proceeded 
to New York. 

Smith was a sub-contractor on the 
raliroad to connect Guayaquil with 
Quito, the capital, up in the Andes. 
He ig said to have accused a promi- 


nent citizen with drunkenness, was ar- 


rested for libel, and fined $1500 in gold. 
Smith refused to pay the fine, and, 
having been placed in jail, United 
States Consul Leon demanded his re- 
lease. When the case was reported 
to Washington, the cruiser Philadei- 
phia was sent to Guayaquil, but the 
Consul was relieved. 

When the Columbia reached Guaya- 
quil on the way up the coast, a small 
boat, containing Smth and a friend 
met the steamboat just before dawn, 
and the men were allowed to climb 
aboard. A few hours later the cap- 
tain of the port went out to the 
Colembia for the purpose of taking 
Smith asho.e, but he had hidden in a 
gafe place, and was not apprehended.

GOOD RESOLUTION. 

Mainly owing to the efforts of 
the commercial bodies of Los Angeles 
a short but highly important resolu- 


The resolution reads as follows: 

“We favor the placing of all public 
appointments, State, county and mu- 
nicipal, which are not administrative 
in their nature, upon the competitive- 
merit basis, and we advocate the pas- 
sage by the Legislature of such enact- 
ments as will be necessary to accom- 
plish this reform.” 

Should the spirit of this resolution 
pe adhered to, and the monition heeded 
by the Legislature, we shall have polit- 
ical reform in California with a ven- 
geance, What is the great and ap- 
parent insurmountable obstacle in the 
path of clean politice? The appointive 
system in public offices, without a 
doubt. t is the main incentive to 
a majority of office seekers? The gal- 
ary? That would scarcely tempt men 
of average ability to abandon such pri- 
vate business as they may have for 
four years. It is the patronage which 
they are empowered to distribute—the 
political plunder, in plain language. 
Take that away, and a majority of the 
professional office seekers, who look 
upon public office as a private snap, 
would seek other fields of occupation, 
and decent men of industry, ability 
and integrity would have a chance. 
Another great advantage would be that 
the public would get better service. 
What should we think of a bank, a 
commercial firm, or a railroad, that 
made a practice of discharging all ita 
employés every four years, merely be- 
cause there were others on the out- 
side who were clamorous for a job? 

Civil service has been successfully 
inaugurated by the nation. It is time 
that it should be taken up by cities 
and counties and States. The cry, “To 
the victors belong the spoils.” has 
outlived its appropriateness, if it ever 
had any. Make the service of city, 
county and State an occupation to 
which young men, regardless of party, 
may honorably aspire, and we shall 
soon see a wonderful and pleasing 
transformation in our politics and pub- 
lie affairs. 

It will be no easy job to get such a 
law through the Legislature, but a 
strong effort should be made to ac- 
complisb it.

PRESERVED DRIED GINGER. (By Request of “Electa.’”’) 

Soak large, fine roots race ginger,” as our grandmothers called it—in warm water, chang- 
ing twice for warmer—for eight or ten hours. Then, split each of the softened roots in half, cover with 
cold water; put in a teaspoonful of baking soda for every half-gallor of water, and bring slowly to the 
boil. Cook tender, drain, and cover with cold water, adding soda as before. Boil half an hour, drain 
again and cover with cold water without the soda. Bring to a slow boil, and keep this up for ten min- 
utes. Now weigh your drained roots and set them by in cold water. Make a.syrup of a pound of sugar 
for each pound of ginger, and a cupful of water to each pound of sugar. 

Put this over the fire, stir until the sugar dissolves, and boil fast for half an hour. Skimthesyrup, 
take from the fire and let it get perfectly cold. Put in the ginger, which must have been dried between 
two towels, and set all away over night. Next day, draw off the syrup and boil up once. Remove from 
the fire and when lukewarm cover the ginger with it. Set aside for forty-eight hours. Strain off the 
syrup, add the juice of a lemon for every three pounds, boil up for the third time and pour boiling hot 
upon the ginger. Ten days afterward do this once more; seal up while hot in a stone jar.- In two 
months it will be ready to use. It will keep forever.

WEST COAST IN OAXACA. 


Contracts were closed in this city yes- 
terday for over $30,000 worth of ma- 
chinery and other supplies to be used 
in prospecting for petroleum on the 
west coast of Mexico. 

The purchaser is the Petroleum Com- 
pany of the Pacific, recently organized 
in Mexico, with the backing of some 
of the most influential capitalists of 
the republic. Having acquired vast 
concessions in the State of Oaxaca, on 
the western coast, it is now preparing 
to thoroughly pioneer the territory. 

Natural tndications consist of re-

States. In population it is shown that 
Since the year 1870 England has in- 
creased by ten — peop Frerce 
by less than three millions, many 
by fifteen and one-third millions, and 
the United States by about thirty-seven 
millions. 

“The addition to the population of 
the United States in thirty years,” says 
Mr. Bateman. head of the commercia! 


the present time. 
tive population must largely affect all 
commercial comparisons;” and the 
character of the new population is an 
important factor. Not many years Ago 
the non-agricultural people of every 
other country in the world was smalier 
than our own. In the United States 
and Germany this is no longer so. 

Mr. Bateman, who has prepared the 
memorandum, goes on to take the com- 
pa rative production of coal and iron 
as the test of national industry. Com- 
paring the years 1896-1900 with the years 
1870-1874, he finds that in that time 
the production of the United Kingdom 
increased by 74.2 per cent., France 
by 106.7 per cent., Germany by 203.1 
per cent., and the United States by 


382.3 per cent. 

The quantity of pig iron vroduced in 
the same comparative periods shows an 
even more unfavorable result to the 
United Kingdom. England has in- 
creased by 39.1 per cent., France by 108.3 
per cent., Germany by $11.1 per cent. 
and the United States 422.7 per cent. 
In coal and tron, if the consumption 
is taken the total, this country 
still leads, but if by relative propor- 
tions we fall much behind. 

OUTPACED JIN EXPORTS. 
In foreign trade the annual exports 
of this country have increased, but not 
nearly so fast as those of our rivals. 
Comparing 1896-1900 with 1880-1884 this 
country has gone up 6.4 per cent., burt 
France has r'sen 8.7 per cent.. Germany 
23.1 per cent., and the United States 
42.8 per cent. Judged by the total fig- 
ures, we still remain at the head of the 
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
